Chairm an Francis Cuttle of R iver­ 
side, of the Tri-counties R eforestation 
Committee, has returned from a trip 
of inspection w ith Forest Supervisor 
Charlton, of that portion of the Ange­ 
les F orest on the sout,h slope of tho 
San B ernardino m ountains. 
Mr. Cuttle rep orts that Mr. C harlton 
is m ak ing a very careful inspection 
of the whole territory, conferring w ith 
the rangers and fire p atrolm en, and 
giving careful instructions and mak ing 
all possible arrangem ents to p revent 
fires during the sum m er which is now 
beginning. 
He also rep orts that tho 
w atershed which was 
burned 
over 
three years ago is m ak ing a good re­ 
covery. 
The chap p aral 
and 
other 
growth is over two feet high in many 
places. 
W ith the ex ception of a few 
places the whole portion that was 
burned over three years ago will soon 
be re-covered w ith a natural growth. 
The Forest Service has now about 1200 
m iles of fire lanes and trails in the 
Angeles Forest. 
During th# p ast win­ 
ter a trail was built from Mill Creek 
to Cajon vass about half way betw een 
the base and the top of the moun­ 
tains, and there are six lines of com­ 
m unication crossing this lateral trail, 
so that the Forest Service is In tho 
best position it ever has been to p re­ 
vent fire, and to reach them prom ptly 
should any occur. 
As an instance of how necessary 
fire patrolm en are, F orest Sup ervisor 
Charlton stated tha t Fire Patrolm an 
Elk ins, who reached the m ountains 
ready for duty on July 1, rep orted a 
fire on July 4 which m ight have been 
j disastrous had it not received prom pt 
attention from the patrolm an who had 
just assumed his duties. 
Mr. C harl­ 
ton is at p resent at Pinecrest, and will 
go from there to Bear Valley, Lytle 
Creek and San Antonio before return­ 
ing to his office in Los Angeles. 
He 
is mak ing a strong effort to get the 
co-operation of all people who are 
residents of the m ountains as well as 
cam pers, and every transient through 
the m ountains. 
A rrangem ents 
have 
been made with the stage line to carry

Anti-Trust Laws Decision 
Misso u ri's anti-tru st laws, attacked as u nco nstitu ­ 
tio nal becau se they ex emp t labo r co mbinatio ns, hav e 
been u p held by the United States Su p reme Co u rt. At 
the same time the Kentu cky anti-tru st statu tes were 
annu lled becau se o f the endeav o r o f the co mmo n­ 
wealth to ex emp t to bacco p o o ls fro m their o p eratio n. 
As a resu lt o f the decisio ns, the ju dgment o f the Mis­ 
so u ri Su p reme Co u rt o u sting fro m the State and fin­ 
ing the Internatio nal Harv ester Co mp any o f America 
$25 ,000 fo r being a member o f a “tru st,' was affirmed, 
while the actio n o f the Kentu cky Co u rt o f Ap p eals in 
affirming ju dgments in fav o r o f v ario u s Kentu cky 
co u nties fo r p enalties against the same co mp any fo r 
being a member o f a “tru st" was rev ersed. 
The decisio ns do no t affect the actio n o f the Fed­ 
eral Go v ernment against the Internatio nal Harv ester 
Co mp any u nder the Sherman Anti-Tru st Law. 
Ju stice McKenna in the Misso u ri case, said that it 
was to o late to assert that a State co u ld no t p ro hibit 
co mbinatio ns indu ced by go o d intentio ns and which 
had had so me go o d effect. This was his answer to 
the argu ment by the harv ester co mp any that it had 
redu ced the p rices o f machinery to tanners. 
In regard to the Kentu cky case, Ju stice Ho lmes 
p aid. "If bu siness is to go o n, men mu st u nite to do 
it and mu st sell their wares. To co mp el them to gu ess 
at their p eril o f indictment what 
the 
co mmu nity 
wo u ld hav e giv en fo r their wares if the co ntinu ally - 
changing co nditio ns were o ther than they are, to di-

After ly ing u nclaimed fo r six teen y ears in the 
Treasu rer s o ffice in San Diego Co u nty , an insignifi­ 
cant estate o f $206.12 left by Abraham Mey ers, who 
died in San Diego in 18 07. has fo u nd wealthy claim­ 
ants who allege that its real v alu e is o v er $1,000,- 
000. Mey er came to Califo rnia du ring the go ld ru sh 
and assu med the name o f Francis May o r to hide 
his Jewish ancestry fro m the Sp aniards. After p ro s­ 
p ecting fo r y ears he acq u ired mining p ro p erty in 
Yu ba which is no w' p ro du cing bu llio n wo rth $25 0,- 
000 annu ally .

Secretary o f the Treasu ry McAdo o who this week 
retu rned to his desk, gav e o u t this statement Thu rs­ 


d ay : “The o rganizatio n o f the Federal Reserv e Banks 
has p ro ceeded rap idly and satisfacto rily and

ahead o f the schedu le map p ed o u t. It is p leasing to 
no te that the annu al scare o f tight o r insu fficient 
mo ney to mo v e the cro p s lias no t ap p eared this 
y ear. There will be no difficu lty abo u t p ro v iding
